utrage here is found, in so far 

8 it recognises the existence of 
terrorists who take no account of 
policy anywhere, As a means of 
determining whether the policy 
of Japan or Great Britain in 
Korea or India respectively is 
justified such a link is useless. 
Japan has her own problem in 
Korea, She has handled it with 
courage and according to, her 
conception of the needs of her 
national ¢ Japanese oF 
Korean: no reason to 
believe, on the basis of the facts 
available, that the misguided 
Korean who wrought such dire 
evil on Friday, was any more 
concerned with the rights or 
‘wrongs of Japanese policy than 
others of the terrorist school. 
‘The panicky argument which 
professes to find in the incident 
reason for criticising Geneva is 
as much to be condemned as the 
suggestion that revolutionary 
chaos in China can be made the 
excuse for unlimited exercise of 
the right of defending national 
interests. In this respect the 
panie-stricken critics might well 
observe the admirable restraint 
and. dignity displayed by _ the 
Japanese authorities in the face 
of a most distressingly outrage 
ous crime. No colour has been 
given by any responsible Japan- 
ese to the view that it was more 
‘than what it apparently was— 
‘the episodic misdeed of a distort- 
ed mind, 


It is pertinent, to consider in 
this connection the very import 
ant speech which Sir Samuel 
Hoare delivered on Friday in the 
‘House of Commons on the Indian 

It had the unexpect- 
atifying result of “mel 

lowing” Mr. Winston Churchill's 

recent antagonism to a policy of 
which he was at one time a dis- 
tinguished partisan. In other 
words Sir Samuel made it clear 
once again that the belief that 
there has been a change in Great 
Britain's policy in India is un- 
founded. Tt has suited the 
“Morning Post,” taking to its 
‘bosom uncomfortably the person 
of Mr. Churchill, to pretend that 
between Lord ‘Willingdon and 
Lord Irwin there is a great gulf 
fixed. Not oven the clear denial 
by the two principals themselves 
has been endugh to shatter this 
journalistic complacency. Nor is 
it to be supposed that Mr, Chur- 
chill’s , evident _reconversion to 
his broader visioned. phase will 
alter the newspaper's faculty for 
believing that modern problems 
in the East can be solved by the 
application of the Victorian 
doctrines so well-expounded in 
their most poetical form by Mr. 
Rudyard Kipling’s “Department 
al Ditties” and the rest. It is 
regrettable that this myopia has 
0. firmly entrenched itself 
within that section of he Con- 
servative Party which sits on the 
back benches, reads the “Morn- 
ing Post” and, with it, detects in 
‘the London School of Economics 
the headquarters of cells of com- 
munist propaganda. ‘These 
worthy gentlemen secure a little 

Jimelight at the moment but they’ 

get cold comfort from the Front 
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It would be well, however, if 
foreign opinion in'China would 
be chary in shaping its course by 
these accidental outbursts. Far 
more salutary would it be to note 
that, in India for example, Lord 
Willingdon’s earnest efforts to 
consolidate the position of. 
moderate Indian politicians have 
been gravely prejudiced’ by re- 
peated assertions in England 
jelsewhere that there has been a 
“change of policy,” in spite of 
the Prime Minister’s set pro- 
jnouncement and affirmation, en- 
fdorsed by the House of Com- 
mons, ‘The fundamental weak- 
Iness ‘of ‘moderate politicians is 
everywhere recognised, whether 
in China, in India or Batagonia. 
It is not fair to them, however, 
leven for the sake of ‘justifying 
ja patently obsolete doctrine, to 
lexpose them to the ridicule of 
the reckless terrorists who, while 
ldetesting liberalism or 7 
it be called, delight in seizing 
hold of statements which, on thi 
face of them, purport fo belie 
{the confidence reposed by the 
moderates in the good faith of 
Great Britain, That is why 
Samuel Hoare has once again 
returned to the charge with an 
unequivocal affirmation of . the 
Policy arising out of the Round 
Table Conference and its present 
consequential deliberations in 
india, It is easy for the 
farmehair critic in a Fleet 
Street office to write at large 
fabout anarchy in Bengal, in 
the Punjab, in Bombay.” It 
is not so ‘easy for him to 
bring to the mind of his 
readers the ordered life of 350, 
}000,000 people to whom, spread 
lover plains from the Himlayas to 
Cape Comorin, the activities of 
the terrorists, the acrobatics of 
the Congress’ and the political 
squabbles of Westminster are of 
little moment beside the plain 
facts of their moral and material 
progress. It is not possible to 
be quite so clear in China, Yet, 
even here, anarchy is a” term 
which has its limitations. How 
much of it is but the expression 
lof a tentative scratching of an 
infinitesimal portion of the soil 
‘on which the masses of a mighty 
population find means, scanty 
and precarious though ‘they be, 
to live their lives and work out 
their own salvation in their own 
way? ‘The plain truth is that 
he policy which encourages solu- 
tions to proceed steadily out of 
the womb of evolution is the best 
adapted to such conditions. 
The anarchical revolutionists to 
such a policy are inveterately 
hostile; so, in no less degree, are 
those who would force the pace 
by the application of measures 
which, ostensibly, afford short 
Jeuts to “law and order” but, in 
reality, are selfishly limited ‘de- 
vices for postponing the broad- 
based advance of true progress.

HANKOW'S BRITONS 
> Apr. 20. 

“Hankow, since the time of its 
great ordeal of five years ago, 
has developed in political im-| 
portance by reason of the 
pluck and successful attempt. 
made by the inhabitants 
of the former British Con- 
cession to adapt _ themselves 
to the changed and difficult con- 
ditions brought about by the 
jereation of the Special Adminis- 
trative District No. 3 under 
Chinese Control tempered by the 
terms of the Chen-O'Malley 
Jagreement. In spite of all 
handicaps—not the least of them 
being the frequent change in the 
personality of the Director, 
ithe result of political vicissitudes 
in Nanking,—there has been 
evolved a ‘rough and ready 
system of Sino-foreign coopera- 
tion which has maintained a 
very fair specimen of represen- 
tative municipal government. 
This is all the more striking: 
because in two other ex-Conces- 
sions which have passed com- 
pletely into Chinese control, the 
representative factor does’ not 
exist, As a leading channel for’ 
ithe expression of British opinion 
jin Hankow the British Chamber, 
jof Commerce has played a great 
part in supporting this re- 
construction. It has been for- 
tunate in. the selection of its 
Committee and in the Chairmen 
lchosen to lead its deliberations. 
and to guide its policy. For 
that reason, especially in view of 
the great’ calamity through 
which the Wuhan area passed 
last summer, the speech of Mr. 
C. D. Dixon at the annua] meet- 
ing of the Chamber yesterday 
deserves careful study and 
lappreciation. In a sense the 
British in Hankow occupy a 
position which enables them to 
speak with special authority on 
problems of common interest to 
Chinese and Foreigners. In 
their bitter moments they may 
have regarded themselves as the 
“vile bodies” on which august 
lexperiments have been made. 
In their more buoyant mood: 
they can claim that ith 
been their privilege to show 
that, with goodwill and resolu- 
tion’ the extremity of the 
diplomatist can be turaed into 
the opportunity of the practical 
politician. 

Hankow's uncnviable position 
jin the closest proximity to the 
constantly shifting and often 
dangerously expanding area of 
bandit-rule has aroused much 
janxiety from time to time. 
The floods of last year had the 
immediate effect of mitigating 
ithe evil, partly because the less 
could not include the greater.

fon a colossal scale tended to 
swell the bandits’ ranks.

‘That instabil- 
ity has been accentuated by the

Mr, Dixon opportunely reminds 
the public of the extent to.whieh 
those difficulties have been 
lessened by the work of foreign 
naval flotillas on the Yangtze, 
if foreign warships were not 
‘there to keep the river traffic 
open, the damage done to 
Chinese and Foreign trade and, 
therefore, to the economic Ii 
of the ‘people, would be in- 
comparably greater.

Fortunately a convie- 
tion that there has been too much 
political posturing and not, 
Jenough practical absorption in 
the vital economic problems is 
finding favour among the 
responsible sections of Chinese 
thought. ‘The view that the 
salvation of China can be 
secured less by polities than by 
feommerce and education may 
find expression in that new 
focussing of the vision, Mr. 
Dixon's speech gives it warm 
encouragement from a coms 
munity which has material 
interests in China and, at heart,

favours. In the working out of 
Ja national revolution it $s neces- 
sary for the observer to be 
patient, to take the long view 
Jand to discriminate between the 
ephemeral and the lasting 
symptoms.

Yet another proof 
manner in which communications 
jean be turned to account in 
solving political problems is to 
be found in the developments 
lover which the Kiangsi Pro- 
vineial Roads Bureau is endea- 
vouring to exercise an encour- 
jaging influence. Kiangsi has 
reason to be anxious for some 
‘magical influence to relieve it of 
the ever-harassing attentions of 
the Communist bandits who 
have “Virtually established a 
regime of their own in the South 
lof the province and, in other, 
parts, have acquired’ strongholds 
whence they pour forth, in ap- 
proved bandit fashion to harry 
the cities and the peasant in the 
fields. So far the Government 
troops have had their successes 
in keeping the bandits clear of 
the more important cities. On 
the whole, however, the bandit- 
suppression campaign hus not 
been a great success. Lack of 
funds, a succession of political 
disasters, frequent transfer of 
some troops’ allegiance from the 
Government to the baidits and 
ithe general economic chaos 
ruling have been against it, 
Moreover it cannot be said that 
the people have had cause to 
make much distinction between 
[the bandits and their “suppres- 
sors.” ‘To pretend that a sudden, 

















transformation is likely to take 
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place in Kiangsi is to misread 
‘the situation. ‘There are how- 
ever faint possibilities of which 
the determined ‘believer in the 
ultimate resurgence of ordered 
government is justified in taking 
note. 

If the Provincial Re 
were merely engaged in drawing 
up pretty road schemes with the 
help of a map and a good idea 
‘of how the erow flies, it would be 
wise to dismiss the affair as 
a harmless impracticability 
symbolieal of so much that is 
derelict and running to seed in 
this amazing country. There 
seems to be something more in it 
than that.

RAYON IMPORTS 
Apr. 28. 

‘Some concern is being felt in 
circles connected with the import 
‘of rayon at the frequent reports 
that the Nanking Government 
Jcontemplates increasing the im- 
port duty on this commodity. The 
position at the present moment 
‘appears to be that the Executive 
Yuan has referred the whole 
matter to a sub-committee for the 
purpose of fixing a date for the 
enforcement of and the rate of 
increase. This action seems to 
have resulted from the urgent 
appeals of real silk dealers who 
Jcontend that the great importa- 
tion of rayon and the manufac- 
tures thereof have been the cause 
of the decline in the demand for 
real silk goods. Experience in 
other countries leads to the be- 
lief that this very natural con- 
tention is not entirely well found: 
fed and that the use of artificial 
silk has not lessened the demand 
for the real article but filled an 
hiatus between silk and cotton. 
Tt seems obvious that rayon will 
never replace the real article in 
the minds of those who are able 
to afford the latter. What ap- 
pears to be the real trouble with 
regard to the Chinese silk trade 
is that the improvements in the 
Jculture of the silk-worm have not 
been so extensive nor 80 well car- 
ried out as they have been in 
Japan for example, with the re~ 
‘sult that China has definitely lost 
her once proud position of the 

plier of the finest silk and, 
in consequence, her export trade 
has remained stationary. 

‘There is a suggestion made by 
‘the Chinese press that the tea- 
son for this action on the part 
of the Nanking Government is 
the large importation of rayon 
from Japan.

Relief in effect works out at sp-

If artificial silk 
is doing any damage to the real 
silk trade, and experience in 
other countries seems to suggest

Chin- 
ese merchants actually engaged 
in the distribution of rayon yarn 
and its manufacture into cloth 
fare generally of the opinion that 
the industry cannot possibly bear 
Jany further taxation or increase 
in duty. But a falling off in the 
import of these goods would have 
a Very widespread effect. The 
allied dye industry would be 
severely hit if this trade became 
annihilated by increased taxation. 
It would also involve the throw 
ing out of work of Chinese en- 
‘gaged in weaving the yarn, would 
reduce the demand for cotton, 
with which it is so frequently 
mixed, and would involve the ulti- 
mate" unemployment of large 
numbers of assistants in retail 
shops. 

There appears to be another 
weakness in the proposal to tax 
rayon only. Customs Returns 
for 1981 for artificial silk piece 
goods and mixtures totalled 
1,260,086 yards, with Japan 
supplying nearly half of thi 
total. ‘The duty on foreign manu- 
factured piece goods is less than 
‘the duty on the actual rayon im- 
ported to be manufactured by the 
Chinese themselves. It is, there- 
fore, not unreasonable to assume 
that’ an increase of the tax on 
the yarn without a corresponding 
increase in the duty on the for- 
feign manufactured cloth would 
operate in favour of the latter

It transpired later that the pres 
Jdent of the board, Mr. Li Shae. 
eng, was informed that i 
colleagues would only resume duty 
when the premises were adequately 
[guarded and when they received an 
oficial guarantee that a repetition 
Jot Saturday's events would not be 
Permitted. 

Tt is understood that this official 
guarantee was given and, as. the! 
Hboard premises are now ’ strongly 
guarded by a force of ‘police, the 
Soviet members of the board resum- 
fed their duties" this morning at 
Jabout 1 o'clock. 

Towards neon today, ex-em- 
loyees again began to callect ou! 
side the offices of the board and to 

id any possibility of excesses, no 
Visitors were allowed to enter’ the 
building. 

The crowd was quite orderly and 
waited patiently. in the rain until 
their delegates returned from inter-

M. SUPREME COURT” 


Greenland vs. Greeniand 

Judgment was reserved by Judge 
Sir Peter Grain in the H. M. 
Suprome Court’ on April’ 26 
in the case of Greenland versus 
Greenland. His Lordship said:—

‘The case was heard on August| 
19, 1931, by Mr. A. G._N. Ogden 
sitting as Additional Judge. “The: 
complainant gave evidence and put. 
in various documents and letters in 
support of her case, 

William G, Greenland also gave 
evidence and’ stated that he had no 
means; that he had paid for the 
education of the children; that he 
‘was now living with his own parents.
